an essential part of the A m erican 
standard of living. 
As an example of 
the way 
in 
which cotton mills are solving prob­ 
lems of production and distribution 
raised 
bv 
the em ergency, Everett 
cited thp sh a rp upturn in mill oper­ 
ation that has taken place over the 
past year. 
In the m onths of June 
liHO. E vtrett said, mills consumed 
278,000.000 pounds of cotton. 
By 
July of this year, production had 
been stepped up to a consum ption 
of 457.000.000 pounds. 
This rep re­ 
sents an all-tim e m onthly record 
for cotton consum ption by domestic 
milis. 
Mills this year, he added, will 
produce the total of 
1 1 .0 0 0 .0 0 0 . 0 0 0 
yards of cotton cloth. 
According to Everett, about 25 per 
cent of the current mill output is 
going into defense m aterials. Of ihe 
rem ainder, about 40 per cent is be- ' 
ing used for wearing apparel; 
2 0 
per cent for housekeeping articles 
such 
as sheets, 
pillowcases 
and 
rowels, and the balance for indus­ 
trial uses. 
He also pointed out th a t due to 
the United States' fortunate position 
of having adequate supplies of raw 
cotton and the m achinery capable 
of processing it. rhis nation need 
never resort 
to the rationing 
of 
clothes such as has been done in 
w a r-to m Europe and Asia. 
“It is necessary for the national 
well being th at domestic production 
or cotton be kept at a m inim um of 
10.000,000 bales a year. ' Everett said.

erts and drills are joining gossa­ 
mer textiles in the average woman's 
wardrobe. 
Much of this has been 
brought about by the defense pro­ 
gram itself, due to tlie large num ber 
of women being hired for emergency 
jobs.
